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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] this invention relates to the pasteboard for albums of a photograph. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] An old usual board being used, and a photograph only being sized merely as a base version of 
an album, at it, or it being stopped by the comer member, and two or more of the sheets being spelled, and being saved as an 
album was performed, 

[0003] By the way, what stuck the transparent sheet so that the pocket for time and time containing a photograph on the front 
reverse side of stencil paper beforehand from such a thing might be formed for preparing an album as mentioned above comes 
[ it is used as pasteboard and ] and is long. 

[0004] Thus, although arrangement receipt of a photograph can be performed now quickly simpler by using a transparent 
sheet, in many cases since it was fixed, with some size of a photograph, the size of the above-mentioned pocket carmot be 
contained, and was too large and also had the inconvenient field. Since the oblong or longwise photograph with the length of 
one side quite huger than the length of the other sides by which a common name is carried out to a panorama seal came to 
appear on the market especially recently, what can correspond also to such a thing has come to be demanded. 
[0005] Then, what the pasteboard for albums of a transparent sheet attachment method which can double with the size of 
many photographs and can correspond flexibly comes to be developed, for example, is shown in drawing 7 is already 
marketed. This pasteboard for albums 1 is joined to the base version 2 under Kaminaka in the attachment section 4 by which 
the transparent sheet 3 of three sheets was formed in the left brink section, the lower-right comer, and the central lower part 
which are shown by sketch. Thus, the lengthwise width of face of three steps of pocket section P is set as the different length 
under Kaminaka formed in the front face of the base version 2, respectively. And the contact fraction 5 of an up-and-dov\m 
transparent sheet is doubled as [ lap / a little / the upper-limb section of the lower transparent sheet 3 / with the margo-inferior 
section of the upper transparent sheet 3 ]. 

[0006] Therefore, it is possible to carry out the juxtaposition of the two sheets for a usual photograph, as the upper-right pars 
marginalis of the transparent sheet 3 of each above-mentioned card row is tumed over, and the photograph of the so-called 
panorama seal can also be contained oblong. 

[0007] Furthermore, if the photograph (printing paper S) of a panorama seal is inserted from pocket section P of the best card 
row, the above-mentioned printing paper S will be in the status that passed the opening section 6 formed between the 
attachment section 4 of the lower comer of pocket section P, and the attachment section 4 of the central lower part, and three 
steps of transparent sheets 3 were penetrated, and can be contained also to lengthwise. In this case, since it is made as [ lap / a 
little / the upper-limb section of the lower transparent sheet 3 / as mentioned above / with the margo-inferior section of the 
upper transparent sheet 3 ], a printing paper S lower nose of cam does not this ** to the surface of the downward transparent 
sheet 3 in this contact fraction 5, and it can push in smoothly.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, if it is in the pasteboard for albums 1 of the conventional above pocket 
formulas Since the transparent sheet 3 which is mostly equivalent to the size of the base version 2 except for the binding 
margin section 21 is stuck on the front reverse of the base version 2, Although there are few memorandum card columns 
which stick a title to printing paper S of the photograph contained to pocket section P, or fill in a comment and a 
memorandum may be written in with a felt-tipped marker etc. from on the transparent sheet 3 after all From appearance not 
being so beautiful, it was contained in many cases in the status that there is no publication of a memorandum substantially. 
[0009] The memorandum card column's having actually un-arranged [ that a memorandum can be created for / no / printing 
paper S contained / only being slightly formed in longitudinal direction, and / in the upper-limb section of the base version 2 ] 
also about the conventional thmg illustrated in drawing 7 . 

[0010] The pasteboard for albums of this invention aims at offering the pasteboard of the pocket method in which it was made 
in order to solve the above troubles, and the memorandum card column was prepared for all the contained printing paper. 
[0011] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] A transparent sheet is stuck on the base version and, as for the pasteboard for albums 
concerning the claim 1 of this invention, the pocket section for a photographic-printing-paper hold is formed. In the 
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attachment section of the muIti-Hne which the base version and a transparent sheet correspond to lengthwise mutually, and 
was prepared in longitudinal direction in the shape of a dashed line, it is stuck mutually. The distance of the both sides of 
lengthwise [ between this attachment section ], longitudinal direction or lengthwise, and longitudinal direction is set as the 
length which the shorter side of the photographic printing paper of a predetermined size passes. It is the pasteboard for 
albums with which the pocket section is formed between the attachment sections of the both sides of lengthwise, longitudinal 
direction or lengthwise, and longitudinal direction. The width of face of the longitudinal direction of the above-mentioned 
transparent sheet is set up shorter than the width of face of the longitudinal direction of the above-mentioned base version, 
and it is characterized by forming the longwise memorandum card column which is not covered with a transparent sheet on 
the base version of longitudinal direction both the lateral parts of a transparent sheet, where a transparent sheet is stuck on the 
base version. 

[0012] the attachment from which the pasteboard for albums concerning the claim 2 of this invention was clipped by the 
attachment section of the above-mentioned base version in the pasteboard for albums according to claim 1 the transparent 
sheet which the hole was formed and has been arranged at the front reverse of the base version ~ the above-mentioned 
attachment — it is characterized by having joined by welding mutually through a hole 
[0013] 

[Function] According to the pasteboard for albums of the claim 1 above-mentioned publication, the width of face of the 
longitudinal direction of the above-mentioned transparent sheet is set up shorter than the width of face of the longitudinal 
direction of the above-mentioned base version. Since the longwise memorandum card column which is not covered with a 
transparent sheet forms on the base version of longitudinal direction both the lateral parts of a transparent sheet where a 
transparent sheet is stuck on the base version. Many can set up the memorandum card column for all the contained printing 
paper under the condition that two sheets of printing paper is contained by longitudinal direction. 

[0014] the attachment which was clipped by the attachment section of the base version according to the pasteboard for albums 

of the claim 2 above-mentioned publication ~ the transparent sheet which the hole was formed and has been arranged at the 

front reverse of the base version ~ the above-mentioned attachment ~ since it has joined by welding mutually through a hole, 

the application of the adhesives for sticking a transparent sheet on the base version is unnecessary, and can make the 

simplification of the part manufacturing process realize 

[0015] 

[Example] 

(Example 1 ) View 1 is the plan showing the first example of the pasteboard for albums concerning this invention, drawing 2 is 
a side elevation of A-A **** of drawing 1 , and drawing 3 is a cross section of B-B **** of drawing 1 . As shown in these 
drawings, the pasteboard for albums 1 consists of a transparent sheet 3 stuck on the front reverse of the base version 2 and this 
base version 2. 

[0016] It is supposed that the width of face of the longitudinal direction of the transparent sheet 3 is shorter than that of the 
base version 2 a little, and when the transparent sheet 3 is stuck on the base version 2, the fraction which is not covered with 
the transparent sheet 3 is made to form in right and left of the base version 2 longwise. The left-hand side of this fraction is set 
up as the binding margin section 21 and a memorandum card column 22, and let right-hand side be the memorandum card 
column 22, the binding margin section 21 - a predetermined spacing - binding of a plurality [ lengthwise ] - a hole ~ 21a is 
punched The binding margin section 21 manufactures only the binding margin section separately, although the left brink 
section of the base version 2 is used, and it may be made to join this binding margin section and the base version 2 on a 
connection tape in the case of this example. 

[0017] The attachment section 4 of a multi-line is formed in the predetermined part of the front reverse of the base version 2 
in the shape of a dashed line at longitudinal direction. The dimension and setting part of this attachment section 4 are 
important. Arrangement of this attachment section 4 is because the degree of freedom which can be equivalent to the size of 
printing paper is affected. 

[0018] By the way, the size (print dimension) of the printing paper of the photograph currently generally dealt with with the 
present commercial base is E seal. Length 82.5nimx width 1 IT.OmmL seal Length 89.0mmxl27.0nmi cabinet wide 178.0mm 
[ 127.0nmi by ] panorama seal Length It is four kinds of 89.0mmx254.0mm wide. 

[0019] Then, in this example, as a base version 2, the effective dimension on which the transparent sheet 3 is stuck is using 
what is 323mm by 270mm so that it can correspond to these all. And the attachment section 4 (first-line attachment section 
4a) of the first line is formed in two upper-limb section right and left by lengthwise **** of 3mm, and the length of about 
9mm from the upper part. 

[0020] second-line attachment secdon 4b ~ first-line attachment section 4a ~ at least - the length of the length of L seal - 
that is, it separates 89.0mm or more and is prepared It is made to form this second-line attachment section 4b in a total, a left 
part, a center section, and the right part, of three places, and the dimension of second-line attachment section 4b on either side 
is made the same as that of the dimension of the above-mentioned first-line attachment section 4a. Central second-line 
attachment section 4b is made broad [ in longitudinal direction ] a little. 

[0021] Also about third-line attachment section 4c, only the length of the length of L seal is left and prepared at least from 
second-line attachment section 4b, and the arrangement and dimension are completely the same as that of second-line 
attachment section 4b. And each train of the above-mentioned attachment section 4 is arranged on the same vertical line, and 
it is set up more than the length of the length of a panorama seal at least between the attachment section 4 on either side and 
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the attachment section 4 of a center section. 

[0022] The 4d of the lowermost fourth-line attachment sections is prepared in the position which corresponds between the 
trains of the attachment section 4 above it oblong, the 4d of therefore, the fourth-Une attachment sections ~ although a break 
is in a center section mostly, it is not necessary to prepare especially a break, and you may continue and prepare in the 
longitudinal direction full of the transparent sheet 3 

[0023] Adhesives are applied to the attachment section 4 set up as mentioned above, the transparent sheet 3 piles up from on 
the, and pocket section P is formed between the base version 2 and the transparent sheet 3. Although the sheet made from all 
synthetic resin is applicable as a transparent sheet 3, PVC (polyvinyl chloride), PP (polypropylene), etc. are especially used 
suitably. And the well-known electrostatic adsorption sheet with which electrostatic processing was performed is also suitably 
used for these transparent sheets. Moreover, there is especially no limitation about adhesives, and what has good affinity is 
suitably chosen as the synthetic resin used as a transparent sheet 3, and is adopted as it. 

[0024] Since, as for the above-mentioned pocket section P, a total of six is formed from the pocket section PI 1 of eye the first 
line train [ first train ] to the pocket section P32 of eye the third line train [ second train ], and opening is formed and opening 
is formed also in the upper part, the right-and-left edge of these pockets section P can make printing paper go in and out from 
the upper part of the pasteboard for albums 1, and right and left. 

[0025] And especially in the case of printing paper S of a panorama seal, also perpendicularly, it can contain also 
horizontally. The example of receipt of printing paper S of a panorama seal is drawn on drawing 1 , and printing paper S 
shown with the alternate long and short dash line is contained where the pocket section PI 2, the pocket section P22, and the 
pocket section P32 are penetrated to lengthwise. Moreover, printing paper S shown with the two-dot chain line is contained 
where the pocket section P21 and the pocket section P22 are penett-ated in longitudinal direction. In addition, about the pocket 
section P 11 or the pocket section P22, the printing paper of E seal and L seal can make two sheets concurrent in the state of 
horizontal ***♦, and can contain, and the printing paper of a cabinet can be widened about the pocket section P3 1 and the 
pocket section P32, or the printing paper of E seal and L seal can be made longwise, and it can contain, 
[0026] The longwise memorandum card column 22 without attachment of the tt-ansparent sheet 3 is formed in such 
right-and-left both pars marginalis of the pasteboard for albums 1 . It is important that the memorandum card column 22 is 
formed in right and left. That is, since a maximum of 2 sheets of printing paper S can be contained to pocket section P of each 
line at longitudinal direction and the memorandum card column 22 of two right and left exists in each line, to printing paper S 
contained by the pasteboard for albums 1, posting of a memorandum is possible about all, 

[0027] (Example 2) View 4 is the plan showing the second example of the pasteboard for albums concerning this invention. 
As shown in this drawing, as for the case of this example, a lateral length is set to about 268mm narrower than the thing of an 
example 1 for the length 270mm and lengthwise, as for the effective dimension of the stencil paper for pasteboard 2, and let 
the attachment section 4 be a triplex row lengthwise. Arrangement and the size of each attachment section 4 are made the 
same as that of an example 1. Therefore, a total, the pocket section PI 1 of the first line, the pocket section PI 2 and the pocket 
section P21 of the second line, and the pocket section P22, of four pieces forms pocket section P. Since distance between the 
lengthwise attachment sections 4 is made into the length into which a cabinet goes horizontally, the thing of the cabinet size 
version can contain both E seal L seal and a panorama seal for an upper case and the lower berth in all directions horizontally. 

[0028] Since the longwise memorandum card column 22 is formed in right-and-left both the pars marginalis of the base 
version 2 also in this case, posting of a memorandum is possible for all the contained printing paper. 
[0029] (Example 3) View 5 is the plan showing the third example of the pasteboard for albums of this invention, the position 
corresponding to [ as shown in this drawing ] the attachment section 4 of base version 2 [ itself] in the case of this example - 
attachment - a hole ~ 2a (when the attachment section 4 is in the upper-limb section and the margo-inferior section of the 
base version 2, the notch of the base version 2 prepared in the fraction is included) is punched and on both sides of the base 
version 2, the base version 2 pinches with the transparent sheet 3 of a front reverse couple - having - the technique of 
welding - the transparent sheet 3 of the front reverse - the above-mentioned attachment -- a hole - it is mutually welded in 
2a fraction, and the pasteboard for albums 1 is formed It is not necessary to apply the adhesives to the troublesome base 
version 2 top and, and, according to such welding technique, is suitable for manufacturing the pasteboard for albums 1 in 
large quantities still automatically so that the tt-ansparent sheet 3 may not exfoliate from the base version 2 since the junction 
effect by welding of transparent sheets is powerfiji. 

[0030] Since the longwise memorandum card column 22 is formed in right-and-left both the pars marginalis of the base 
version 2 also in this case, posting of a memorandum is possible for all the contained printing paper. 
[0031] (Example 4) View 6 is the plan showing the fourth example of the pasteboard for albums of this invention. As shown 
in this drawing in the case of this example, the thing of L size is used as a base version 2, and the transparent sheet 3 stuck on 
the front reverse is used where a two piece housing is carried out to left tt*ansparent sheet 3a and right tt-ansparent sheet 3b. 
And the polymerization of the right-margin-of-heart section of left tt-ansparent sheet 3a and the left brink section of right 
transparent sheet 3b is carried out so that the left brink section of right transparent sheet 3b may turn up, and they form the 
sheet polymerization section 31. 

[0032] It is supposed that the length of the longitudinal direction of the transparent sheet 3 formed by left transparent sheet 3a 
and right transparent sheet 3b is shorter than the length of the longitudinal direction of the base version 2, it is in the status 
that the transparent sheet 3 was stuck on the base version 2, and the long and slender memorandum card colunm 22 is formed 
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in lengthwise at the right-and-left short section of the base version 2. The binding margin section 2 1 is formed further in the 
left-hand side of the left-hand side memorandum card column 22. 

[0033] As for the attachment section 4 for sticking the transparent sheet 3 on the base version 2, a total of six lines of first-line 
attachment section 4a, second-line attachment section 4b, and second-line supplementary attachment section 4b' and the 4d of 
third-line attachment section 4c and third-line supplementary attachment section 4c' and the fourth-line attachment sections is 
prepared from the top. The two piece housing also of any is carried out to right and left, left transparent sheet 3a is targeted 
for a left-hand side thing, and right transparent sheet 3b is targeted for the right-hand side thing. In addition, first-line 
attachment section 4a and the 4d of the fourth-line attachment sections consider as the line without a break, and the length is 
good also as a length of the longitudinal direction of the transparent sheet 3. 

[0034] And the attachment section is not formed in the about 1cm clearance between the left brink sections of the left end of 
these attachment sections, left transparent sheet 3a, or right transparent sheet 3b. 

[0035] A distance lengthwise [ between first-line attachment section 4a and second-line attachment section 4b ], the distance 
between second-line supplementary attachment section 4b' and third-line attachment section 4c, and the distance of a between 
(third-line supplementary attachment section 4c' and the 4d of the fourth-line attachment sections) are set as the length of the 
shorter side of the printing paper of L seal, respectively. 

[0036] Between first-line attachment section 4a and second-line attachment section 4b, the pocket section PI 1 and the pocket 
section PI 2 which are pocket section P of the first line are formed. Between second-line supplementary attachment section 4b' 
and third-line attachment section 4c, the pocket section P21 and the pocket section P22 which are pocket section P of the 
second line are formed. In between (third-line supplementary attachment section 4c' and the 4d of the fourth-line attachment 
sections), the pocket section P3 1 and the pocket section P32 which are pocket section P of the third line are formed. 
[0037] And between second-line attachment section 4b and second-line supplementary attachment section 4b' and between 
third-line attachment section 4c and third-line supplementary attachment section 4c', about 1cm clearance forms lengthwise, 
and a label can be inserted in this fraction, 

[0038] Moreover, in this example, although longwise right end attachment section 4' is prepared in the right-margin-of-heart 
section of right transparent sheet 3b, especially this right end attachment section 4' does not need to prepare. Adhesives are 
applied to each above attachment sections, left transparent sheet 3a is first stuck on the base version 2, the back, right 
transparent sheet 3b is stuck and the pasteboard for albums 1 of this example is completed. 

[0039] Since the pasteboard for albums 1 of this example is constituted as mentioned above, it can insert the printing paper of 
a photograph in each pocket section P from left-hand side, in this case, from the sheet polymerization section 3 1 of left 
transparent sheet 3a and right transparent sheet 3b Can insert in the right half of the pocket section P (the pocket section PI 2, 
the pocket section P22, and pocket section P32), and in being printing paper of a panorama seal If it inserts in longitudinal 
direction from left pocket section P, it can contain, where it passed the sheet polymerization section 3 1 and pocket section P 
on either side is occupied. 
[0040] 

[Effect of the Invention] As explained above, the pasteboard for albums of this invention Since the longwise memorandum 
card column forms the width of face of the longitudinal direction of a transparent sheet in the longitudinal direction ends pars 
marginalis of the base version where it was set up shorter than the width of face of the longitudinal direction of the 
above-mentioned base version and a transparent sheet is stuck on the base version, The memorandum card column for all the 
contained printing paper is set up, many do not leak, and posting of a memorandum of them is attained noting that two sheets 
of printing paper is contained by longitudinal direction. 

[0041] As [ say / that a transparent sheet cannot interfere with it in case of page turning over, and a page can be turned over 
smoothly, and a transparent sheet separates by ****** at the time of being page turning over, and pasteboard is damaged / in 
addition, / since the transparent sheet is not stuck on the fraction of the above-mentioned memorandum card column, when the 
pasteboard of two or more sheets is spelled and it considers as an album book / it ]
